REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The amendment filed 1/22/2009 has been entered. Claims 1,11 have been 
cancelled. Claims 2-10, 12-27 are pending in this Office action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-10, 12-27 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Reshef fails 
to disclose step of receiving the communications signal further comprises scaling the 
communications signal by an amplifier; and the step of providing the reliability indication 
comprises generating the reliability indication on the basis of a gain setting of the 
amplifier; the step of generating the likelihood value on the basis of the provided 
reliability indication comprises determining (702) whether an amplitude change by a 
predetermined magnitude has occurred within a predetermined time period; the step of 
generating the likelihood value on the basis of the provided reliability indication of the 
amplitude information further comprises adjusting (704) the likelihood value to a value 
corresponding to higher uncertainty of a predetermined bit value if an amplitude change 
has occurred and if the bit value is encoded using amplitude information.
